The  steamship  which  is  to  carry

Hampton  Roads  is  an 
immense  ice-free  harbor,  large 
enough  to  accomodate  the  combined 
navies  of  the  world,  and  is  the  home 
base  of  the  United  States  fleet  when 
it  is  in  Atlantic  waters.

32  States  and  Foreign  Lands 

Missourian  Circulation  Largest 
In  Middle  West;  460  in  State

Uncle  Sam’s  mailbag  is  weighted  down  each  week  with  777  copies  of 
The  Missourian.  As  you  read  today's  issue  many  of  our  readers  have 
just  received  last  week’s  paper. 


Three  papers  are  sent  out  of  the 
United  States,  two  going  to  the 
Philippines  and  one  to  Brazil,  The 
paper  is  distributed  in  32  of  the  48 
states.  Such  cities  as  Los  Angeles, 
Denver,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  San  An¬ 
tonio,  Minneapolis,  Nashville,  New¬ 
ark,  Tampa,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and 
New  York  are  included  on  the  mail¬ 
ing  list. 

Missouri,  of  course,  has  the  largest 
circulation,  460  papers  being  sent 
outside  of  Nodaway  county.  Iowa  is 
second  with  a  circulation  of  79  and 
Illinois  is  third  with  18, 

Coverage  in  the  east  shows  the 
following  figures:  New  York  8,  New 
Jersey  2,  Pennsylvania,  2,  Virginia 
2,  West  Virginia  1,  Maryland  1,  Con¬ 
necticut,  1,  Delaware  1,  The  figures 


in  the  west  are  higher,  California 
receiving  11  papers,  Colorado  8, 
Washington  4,  Montana  2,  North 
Dakota  4,  Wyoming  3.  The  South 
has  the  least  coverage,  Texas,  Flor¬ 
ida,  Tennessee  each  receive  3,  Geor¬ 
gia  2  and  Louisiana  and  Mississippi 
one  apiece- 

The  Middle  West  exclusive  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  Iowa  and  Illinois  is  still  in  the 
lead  of  tire  circulation.  Kansas  is 
sent  8  papers,  Michigan  and  Ne¬ 
braska  6,  Minnesota,  Oklahoma, 
South  Dakota  5  each,  Indiana  3  and 
Ohio  2. 

The  mailing  list,  this  yfear  is  the 
largest  the  Missourian  has  ever  had 
and  is  also  more  extensive  than  pre¬ 
vious  lists.  It  is  really  a  metropoli¬ 
tan  and  cosmopolitan  school  paper.

Five  observers  are  stationed  at 
the  airport,  according  to  a  letter 
received  from  "Jack”  this  week. 
One  observer  is  on  duty  during  each 
of  the  three  daily  eight  hour 
watches,  and  each  has  a  five  day 
forty-hour  week.  When  a  new  man 
is  being  trained,  according  to  Ford, 
tire  other  four  take  all  the  watches 
until  the  new  observer  is  capable  of 
handling  his  watch  alone. 

Included  in  the  new  duties  of 
John  Ford  are  observations  of  cell¬ 
ing,  sky,  visibility,  weather,  temper¬ 
ature,  wind  and  barometric  press¬ 
ure,  and  reports  of  these  observa¬ 
tions  are  filed  hourly  with  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Commerce  office  in  St. 
Louis  for  transmission  over  tele¬ 
type.  Weather  maps  are  drawn 
every  six  hours,  and  many  record 
forms  are  filled  out  dally.

Dr.  Mehus  Blasts 
War  in  Radio 
Talk  Early  Today 

,  “Keep  America  out  of  War' 
the  theme  Dr.  o.  Myking  Mehus, 
member  of  the  social  science  depart¬ 
ment  used  In  speaking  over  radio 
station  W.  D.  A.  F„  Kansas  City,  this 
morning. 

“There  are  some  lessons  that  the 
world  war  taught  us  that  we  must 
remember,”  said  Doctor  Mehus. 
“They  are:  first,  war  cannot  bring 
lasting  peace  because  treaties  made 
after  war  are  not  based  on  justice; 
second,  nothing  worthwhile  can  be 
gahied  through  force. 

“German  militarism  was  crushed, 
but  because  the  victorious  allies  re¬ 
fused  to  help  democracy  to  function 
in  Geimany  and  Austria,  fascism 
won  out  and  the  seed  for  future 
wars  was  sown;  third,  there  are  no 
decencies,  no  humanities  and  no 
rights  in  modem  war.  To  speak  of 
humane  warfare  is  as  ridiculous  as 
to  speak  of  a  comfortable  electric 
chair.” 

"Forces  of  peace  are  becoming 
stronger  every  day,"  Doctor  Mehus 
continued.  The  rank  and  file  in 
every  country  do  not  desire  war. 
However,  it  is  not  enough  to  be  op¬ 
posed  to  war;  we  must  take  a  de¬ 
finite  stand  in  keeping  the  United 
States  out  of  war.  We  can  do  this 
by  demanding  that  our  next  oongress 
enact  legislation  which  will  effect¬ 
ively  take  the  profits  out  of  wax  and 
war  preparation.  There  is  nothing 
convenient  about  war  for  those  who 


as  possible  for  the  profiteers.

An  illustration  of  this  rather  vague  idea  is  a 
painting.  A  masterpiece  is  hot  a  masterpiece  sim¬ 
ply  because  of  ‘the  subject,  the  treatment  of  the 
subject  or  the  predominant  idea ’o'f  the  paiu ting;  it 
is  rather  the  smaller  items  of  colorihg  aiid  shading, 
detail  of  subject  treatment,  the  amount  of  cave 
taken  in  refining  the  completed  picture. 

A  stroll  over  the  campus  shows  one  several 
major  activities  or  “pictures  in  the  making”  in 
addition  to  the  “little  things”  that  add  finishing 
touches  to  the  campus  picture. 

One  of  the  major  campus  projects,  filling  a 
really  basic  need,  is  the  Horace  Mann  DaboratOTy 
School.  It  is  a  building  that  We  can  Well  be  jirou’d 
of  and  with  the  finishing  touches  being  added  to 
tho  building'  itself  and  the  installation 'of  the  equip¬ 
ment  later,  the  entire  College  hopes  to  see  the 
building  in  use  in  the  near  future. 

Another  of  the  College  projects  of  paTti'culaf 
note  is  the  neW  'Labrary,  each  day  taking  more  def¬ 
inite  form  ail'd  giving  promise  of  a  bettOi  ail'd  ft 
more  complete  College. 

The  Housing  Project  “West  of  tbe  Hines” 
marks  still  another  of  the  major  projects  bow 
being  carried  on  here  on  the  Crimptls.  Ail  innova¬ 
tion  in  the  NYA  education-work  program*  the 
project  means  opportunities  for  Missouri  youth 
that  Would  otherwise  bo  denied  them  arid  also 
much  needed  housing  facilities  on  our  owmeamp- 
us. 

There  are,  in  addition  to  those  major  activi¬ 
ties  on  the  campus,  a  number  of  lessor  projects, 
“little  things”  that  make  for  a  more  finished  and 
refined  campus. 

During  the  past  few  days,  a  fcreW  of  workers 
has  been  removing  the  soil  from  the  island  on  the 
College  Drive,  which  contained  so  many  cinders 
that  there  was  little  grass  growing.  With  the  fill¬ 
ing  of  new  soil,  the  Drive  should  exhibit  ft  liiudii 
prettier  face  to  the  public.  Its  a  pleasure  to  see 
this  improvement. 

The  ground  on  the  south  side  of  the  Industrial 
Arts  Building  is  also  being  filled  in  with  the  idea 
of  making  that  walk  more  attractive  and  building 
up  the  ground  for  beautification. 

3  The  erection  of  stop  signs  at  the  intersection 
of  the  Drive  and  Seventh  street  is  an  action  that  de¬ 
serves  the  observance  and  tbe  cooperation  of  the 
entire  College  and  the  townspeople.  Not  only  dobs 
it  aid  in  controlling  unnecessary  speed  but  it  of¬ 
fers  the  pedestrian  his  rightful  chance'  to1  cross 
Drive  without  the  former  acute  danger  of  a  pos¬ 
sible,  accident.  Further,  with  the  increased  activ¬ 
ity  that  is  going  on  at  flint  particular  corner,  there 
is  certainly  need  for  extra  caution. 

There  are  also  numerous  other  improvements 
Ihnt.'have  been  and  are  being  made  around  the 
campus.

Music  Should  Be 
Free  As  Air 
Composer  Says 

Mr.  Geoffrey  O’Hara,  musician 
and  composer,  who  lectured  at  as¬ 
sembly  last  Wednesday,  told  a  re¬ 
porter  of  this  paper  after  his  as¬ 
sembly  talk  that  composers  do  not 
arise  from  mathmetical  training,  but 
from  music  appreciation. 

“If  you  want  to  compose  music  it 
will  come  out  of  you,”  he  declared. 

The  musician,  who  composed  “Give 
a  Man  a  Horse  I-Ie  Can  Ride,”  said 
he  believed  that  it  is  the  study  of 
harmony  that  frightens  so  many  be¬ 
ginners  in  music.  As  a  result  of  this 
nirity-six  per  cent  of  the  music 
students  drift  from  the  field  entirely. 

Mr.  O’Hara  pointed  out  that  there 
are  two  types  of  composition,  which 
are  cultural,  or  having  to  do  with 
music  appreciation;,  and  the  de¬ 
finite  personal  advancement.  “The 
most  powerful  rule  to  follow  in  com¬ 
position  is  the  use  of  contrary  mot¬ 
ion,”  he  said. 

“Like  any  other  profession,  those 
who  are  successful  can  exhibit  plenty 
of  development  before  they  under¬ 
take  it,”  O’Hara  emphasized. 

When  asked  what  he  thought  if 
Irving  Berlin’s  selection,  ‘Alexander’s 
Ragtime  Band,’  he  laughed  and  said, 
“It  has  ho  harmony  whatsoever,  but 
‘Oh  Boy!,  what  a  tune!" 

The  composer  explained  he  did. 
not  like  such  numbers  as  “Flat  Foot 
Fluggie,’  and  referred  to  it  as  a 
"novelty  nut  song.”  He  spoke  ol 
modem  swing  as  "jazz-plus,"  but 
quickly  added  that  “swing  is  some¬ 
thing  to  be  studied  and  understood.” 

Mr.  O’Hara  told  how  he  had  begun 
composing  music  at  the  age  of 
twenty-two  years,  and  when  he  went 
to  a  music  instructor  for  his  first 
lesson,  he  took  with  him  ten  music 
numbers  of  his  own  composition. 

Spending  approximately  two 
months  each  year  in  Florida,  Mr.  O’¬ 
Hara  spends  about  ten  weeks  -each 
summer  at  a  music  camp  in  Maine 
where  he  says  the  best  possibilities, 
of  music  composition  are  developed 
and  trained.  Helios  a  daughter  who,)] 
like  her  father,  spends  much  of  her 
time  at  the  piano. 

Mr.  O’Hara  apparently  is  much 
•concerned  With  the  composing  of 
American  music.  In  regard  to  how 
it  should  be  written,  he  said  “the 
composition  of  music  should  be  as 
natural  as  food  on  the  table  or  as 
air  coming  through  the  window.”

IMPORTANT  AS  OF  LEADERS 

Ames,  la.— ACP— Challenging  the 
statement  that  the  “country  would 
be  better  educated  if  fewer  persons 
attended  College,”  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Friley,  president  of  Iowa  State  Col¬ 
lege,  asserts  that  training  of  Intel¬ 
ligent  laymenn  who  can  ncope  with 
political,  econnomic  and  social 
“quackery”  is  just  as  important  as 
tlie  training  of  leaders. 

“It  may  be  true  that  there  are 
boys  and  girls  who  would  fare  better 
if  they  were  not  in  College;  but  it 
is  equally  truue  that  there  are  many 
able  students  in  College  and  many 
others  who  ought  to  have  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  higher  education,"  he  de¬ 
clared.
